Dear Sir; 

The professor in charge of one of the best specialized vocational 
departments connected with any university suggested that I send the enclosed 
reprint to the various college Presidents, in the hope that it might tend to 
draw attention to the need that exists in our colleges for constructive vo- 
cational guidance. 

A great deal of sympathy, money and brain work is devoted to solv- 
ing the problems of the unfortunate in this country, but very little atten- 
tion is paid to making things more intelligible to those efficient young 
men who perhaps only need a little encouragement and well founded advice to 
bring them in touch with their greatest possibilities. A year or two of time 
saved to such young men is worth something to them and is in the aggregate 
of great value to the country. The incorporated plan has the endorsement of 
@ number of New York's leading bankers and business men. If inaugurated, in 
part or in whole, in your institution, I[ believe you will get results from 
it. The suggestion is made to you freely by the writer for the good of the 
cause, 

There are two ways in which the introduction of the plan herein 
might give you some trouble. First, in the difficulty which you might meet 
in making a comprehensive study of vocations; second, in obtaining the type 
of man to properly do the work. 

How does the thought strike you of having a"Central Bureau" estab- 
lished which could make a better vocational study than any one college, and 
could also keep its.information revised and up to date? A copy of this in- 
formation could be sent to those institutions which might adopt the plan, 
Such a bureau could also obtain information from the various colleges of the 
vocational possibilities in the several parts of the country, and arrangements 
could probably be made to get in touch with men of the type who might be use- 
ful in the work. Such a bureau, if established, ought to be connected with 
some institution of learning in such a way that it would discourage any pos- 
sible imputation of commercialism; the thought being that if the idea is good, 
it is worth while to attempt an intelligent inauguration of the plan in the 
various schools, and a type of supervision that will preserve its ideals. 

My time in preparing the within article and sending it out will de 
amply paid for if you will acknowledge the receipt of the reprint and tell 
me what you think, first, of the plan in general and second, of the above 
suggestions as to the establishment of some helpful central organization.

As the Middle School, Matriculation and Upper School Examiners were about con- 
cluding their labours last week, Principal Graham of Gananoque H. 8. proposed that a con- 
tribution to aid in the prosecution of the war should be made from their remuneration 
as examiners. The suggestion was enthusiastically received, representatives of the various 
sections were appointed and subscription lists were circulated. Subscriptions amounting to 
$1,550 were received, the average contribution ranging from $5 to $10, while two generous 
subscriptions of $25 were made. 

The General Committee appointed the Executive Committee named above to disburse 
the funds, after consulting with the military and hospital authorities as to the most urgent 
requirements. Suggestions have been made by contributors that the fund be applied to 
(1) the purchase of one or more machine guns, (2) Red Cross or hospital service, (3) the 
relief of prisoners in Germany. The Committee will endeavour to direct the division of 
the money to meet the wishes of all the contributors. 


It has been stated that the Examiners of the Lower School papers were preparing to 
carry out a similar plan to that outlined above, but the proposal came too late in their ses- 
sion to be made effective. Recognizing the great seriousness of the present military opera- 
tions, and being assured of the sympathy of the Lower School Examiners, the Committee is 
sending out this appeal, as those who have already contributed have expressed the opinion 
that the donations should not be confined to one division of the examiners. The fund will 
accordingly be called the Ontario Examiners’ Fund of 1915, 


Kindly return to the Secretary at once the enclosed form, stating the amount of your 
contribution and your name and address. On receipt of your cheque for examining, you 
may forward your subscription (preferably a money order) to the Treasurer, R. A. Gray, 
B. A., Principal of Oakwood Collegiate Institute, Toronto. 

A financial statement showing contributions and disbursements will be sent out early 
in September, when the fund is closed. This will be certified to by the auditors, R. Shaw, 
B. A., North Toronto H.§., and G. A. Cornish, B. A., University of Toronto Schools. 


The Committee confidently expects that the Lower School Examiners will gener- 
ously support the efforts of those of the Middle and Upper School.
